Soon after 9 p.m. local time, 
the San Francisco Chronicle said 
in a headline that Stevenson had 
won. That was on the basis of 
a 2-1 lead from about 2,000 
precincts 

Battling desperately to stay in 
the race for the Democratic nom- 
ination, Kefauver held up any cone 
cession statement from Los An- 
geles where both he and Stevenson 
awaited the outcome of today’s 
bitterly fought primary.

However it turned out, there 
was little hope that the final count 
would come anywhere near Ke- 
fauver’s prediction of a victory by 
185,000. 

Instead, the vote was certain to 
give Stevenson a _ healthy boost 
toward his second try for the pres- 
idency. A pledged 68-vote delega- 
tion to the party's national con- 
vention hinged on the outcome. 

President Eisenhower, unh- 
opposed, received a_ popularity 
vote from 219,841 Republicans in 
7 precincts, and 70 GOP dele- 
along with it.

A citizens’ committee to advise in the 
planning of a new issue of Atlanta 
bonds will: be sought by Mayor William 
B. Hartsfield. 

The bonds will finance Atlanta's long 
range improvement program. They 
cover the cost of such necessary things 
as street improvements, airport expansion 
and other services needed for a commu- 
nity whose population constantly threat- 
ens to outstrip its facilities. 

The amount of the still is in- 
definite but it should be large. A survey 
now is being made of the city’s fiscal 
strength, a necessary move prior to any 
discussion of bonds and Atlantans will 
vote this fall on a constitutional amend- 
ment to raise the limit of the city’s bond- 
ed indebtedness. 

Atlanta keeps growing. Each new fam- 
ily means an added burden on schools, 
sewers, water mains, streets, the sanitary 
department, the police force and other 
divisions of the city government which 
we are prone to take for granted as long 
as things go well. 

This growth is a challenge if we want 
it to continue. And there are few among 
us who would like to see Atlantas 
healthy expansion checked by inadequate 
civic services... This challenge can be met 
only by borrowing against the future in 
the realization that tax values will in- 
crease with these improvements and the 
bonds can be retired painlessly. 

Planning is vital to a modern and 
complex city. Residents of this area are 
fortunate that the. vision of the Metro- 
politan Planning Commission can anticl- 
pate many future needs, not only of the 
city but adjacent territories. 

A citizens’ advisory committee is a 
fortunate thing, too, where these bonds 
are concerned. It is good public rela- 
tions and it insures free and open dis- 
cussion of the issues involved in plenty 
of time for the taxpayers to decide on 
the worthiness or unworthiness of the 
projected improvements.

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Price Increase Greets 
Dairy Month in Georgia 


June is National Dairy Month. The 
industry is using the occasion to promote 
public consciousness of its economic im- 
portance and the very real value of dairy 
products as a health-giving food. 

In Georgia the month is greeted by 
an announcement from the State Milk 
Control Board that the price of milk is 
being increased one cent a quart on July 1. 
The hike comes about through applica- 
tion in the automatic price-fixing for- 


mula adopted by the board last year— 


a formula tied to costs of production. 

The announcement, of course, will de- 
feat efforts to increase milk consump- 
tion—which is the aim of the industry. 
Higher prices will lessen the demand and 
dampen expansion plans for 
the state. 

Milk prices in Georgia consistently 
have been higher than in most othe 
states because of price controls which pre 
ducers say they must have to stay in btsi- 
ness. This tends to protect marginal pro- 
ducers and encourages inefficient opera- 
tions. | 

Georgia dairy farmers last year re- 
ceived about $72,064,000 from sales of 
dairy products. The industry has come a 
long way. But Georgians still consume 
far less per capita than the national aver- 
age. They have resisted the higher prices 
at the market place. 

Meanwhile, statistics show that Geor- 
gia milk production per cow is some 2,000 
pounds less than the national average. 
There has been a great improvement in 
production in recent years but this dif- 
ferential makes for higher costs of pro- 
duction and higher prices to the consumer.

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More production per animal through 


better herds and improved pastures are 
the ultimate answer to the cost factor 
for both producers and consumers. High 
prices discourage consumption which in 
turn heads off expansion of the industry. 

It is time to get to the basic prob- 
lems of production before the dairy in- 
dustry prices itself out of the market al- 
together.

Though the record was made with 
the aid of the sales tax, which he 
did not sponsor—indeed, which he 
had opposed—it was nevertheless 
made. And perhaps somewhat sur- 
prisingly to his bitterest enemies, 
he was personally remarkably free 
from involvement in the whispers of 
graft and corruption that usually 
buzz about an administration with 
so much money to spend. 

Undoubtedly one of the factors 
responsible for the favorable senti- 
ment toward Mr. Talmadge which 
has been developing for many 
months has been his occasional ap- 
pearances on national television 
broadeasts.

When the final 
score is reckoned I think this will 
prove to have been a major factor 
in the decision of Sen. Walter F.

Talmadge gives the impression 
that he does not particularly enjoy 
this role. Certainly he is not the 
Bilbo type of demagogue nor even 
the Eastland tvpe.

conflicting views and desires, 
and it is not strange that errors 
should creep in, especially in 
childhood. We unconsciously ex- 
pect so: much of love, in those 
early years, that our reactions 
easily veer to false extremes 
when we do not obtain it in 
exactly the way we wish. 

One of the major errors with 
which we must cope is the as- 
sumption that love will banish 
strife and frustration forever 
from our lives. 


This is an idealistic concept 
which can never be fulfilled. It 


leads us to false expectations in | 
our personal relationships with | 


Others, and sets up impossible 


social goals—for example, the | 


dream of ‘“‘lasting peace”’ 


among men and nations. When | 


disappointment inevitably over- 


takes these expectations, we de- | 
cide there is no alternative but | 
to turn away in bitterness and | 


condemn love itself as an 
illusion. 


“ALL OR NOTHING”’ 


We must guard against this 
typically neurotic view..which 
sees life in terms of “all or 
nothing.’’ Applied to our con- 
cepts of love, and to human 


relationships in general, it can | 


result only in utopian expecta- 
tions that must inevitably meet 
with disappointment. For be- 
hind such idealism is the er- 
roneous belief that love and 
aggression are mutually exclus- 
ive—that one cannot truly love 
if aggression also is present. 
Those who adopt this view mis- 


conceive the very nature of | 


life. Specifically, they fail to 
distinguish between neurotic 
hate and the normal aggressive 
drives present in every healthy 
person. 

To assume that one must be 
renounced along with the other 
is a fundamental psychological 
fallacy. Love may legitimately 
strive to banish the unjustified 
hatreds and hostilities which 
have ever proved so disastrous 
to human happiness. But we 
endanger life itself if we think 
that the goal of love is also to 
turn men into docile creatures 
stripped of all 
enerc’ 


TRUE PURPOSE 


The truth is that our primi- | 
tive drives constitute a basic | 
source of power without which | 


none of us could exist; indeed, 
our failures often occur because 
we have not learned how to 
fortify this indispensable gift 
of nature. Love's true purpose 
is not to stifle our aggressive 
energies, but rather to employ 
them in the proper service of 
mankind. 

All of us must grasp this es- 
sential distinction if we wish to 


cure the psychological ills that |@ 
beset us in contemporary so- | £ 
ciety. Mankind’s real problem | 


is not aggression itself. The 
sickness from which the worid 


suffers is rather the uncon- | Z 


scious fear and guilt aroused 
by mistaken attitudes toward 
our own aggression. It is this 
guilt which corrupts our lives— 
for the cuilt is transformed into 
neurotic hate, and the hate in 
turn gives rise to the destruc- 


tive fantasics that drive us for- 


we: i to irraticnal action. 


A trve concept of love, then, 


{s one which will teach us to ! ¥ 


accept ovr own aggressive im- 
pulses as a normal part of life. 
It will show us how to turn 
these into constructive action: 
and in this way love will free 
us from a sense of guilt. We
